Byrnes, Democratic nominee for) 
Mayor in next Tuesday's election, 
running on a nonpartisan busir.ess| 
platform, will discuss some matters 
not included in his speeches at Dem- 


ocratic ward meetings through the) 
week. 

The other speakers will be Percy 
Werner, a Republican, and Dean) 
Carroll M. Davis of Christ Church | 
Cathedral. Emil N. Tplkacz, a Re- 
publican, former Director of Public 
Welfare, will presides. Music will Le 
provided. 

The arrangements are _ in the 
hands of the Nonpartisan Conimittee 
of business men, of which Albert 
Bond Lambert is chairman. Byrnes 
has invited Mayor Kiel to attend the 
meeting and “talk municipal busi- 
ness, not politics,” but the Mayor has 
not accepted. . 

Six audiences, each as large as its 
meeting place would hold, heard 
Byrnes last night in halls from the 
extremity of Carondelet to the Hyde 
Park neighborhood in North 8t. 
Louis. The last of the audiences, at 
North Side Club Hall, 2154 Bremen 
avenue, waited .until 10:55 for the 
candidate. The other speakers fin- 
ished all they had to say by 10 
w’clock, but the crowd remained, on 
telephone assurances that Byrnes 
would come in time, and when he ar- 
rived he had to push his way into 
the small hall through a crowd 
standing at the rear. 

“Mayor Kiel’s record is a busted 
flush,” Byrnes said in some of his 
speeches.

April ?.—Fifteen 
thousand persons were homeless here 
today as the result of a fire last 
night. the most destructive here in 
more than 20 years.

LAST OF THE COMPANIES. 

The last of the great companies chartered by the 
British crown, with all the powers of a sovereign 
state, to exploit the out-of-the-way places of the 
earth, is about to disappear in the British South Af- 
rica Co., which, since 1889, has been the prac- 
tical ruler of 440,000 square miles of territory and a 
millfon and a half of natives in the two provinces of 
North and South Rhodesia. The British Government, 
harkening to agitation on the part of settlers and 
natives, has appointed a commission to study the 
guestion of establishing a responsible government 

Like all of these companies, the British South 
Africa Co. was conceived and administered by an 
imperially-minded genius. What Warren Hastings 
was to the British East India Co. in the latter part 
of the eighteenth century, Cecil Rhodes was to the 
South Africa company. And the work of both was 
marked by more or less violence flowing naturally 
from the possession of irresponsible and unlimited 
power over backward peoples. The very condition of

THE NEW GAS RATES. 

The Public Service Commission has granted a sub- 
stantial increase in rates to the Laclede Gas Light 
Co.—not so much as was asked, but probably as much 
as was expected. The new rates, in the commission's 
judgment, will enable the company to earn a net re- 
turn of 7.76 per cent on the valuation of $30,000,000, 
the commission's appraisal, which is $12,000,000 less 
than the company’s estimate. 

In the new schedule the smallest increase is on 


domestic consumption. Nevertheless, the house-' 


holder will hereafter pay at the rate of $1.95 per 1900 
cubic feet, as against the present price of 8 cents. 
It is on the quantity consumption of industry that 
the biggest increase has been allowed. 

In either case the increase will be burdensome. In 
many households earnings have seriously been re- 
duced by the business depression and, in some in- 
stances, suspended altogether. Industry, too, which 
at best is convalescent, will find bigger gas bills a 
load. All those circumstances, it is to be assumed, 
were taken into consideration by the commission, 
which reserves the right to modify the rates at any 
time and requires the company to furnish quarterly 
reports. 

Ag regards the contract for coal which the gas 
company made with a Baltimore firm, and which was 
sharply criticised when the terms were published, 
the commission speaks guardediy. It finds no evi- 
dence of fraud or collusion, no lack of reasonable 
care and prudence; it suggests, however, that the con- 
tract be modified as soon as possible, or abrogated if 
that may be done. 

It will be recalled, of course, that the city made 
a rather half-hearted fight against the gas com- 
pany's request when it was submitted to the com- 
mission. What effect a vigorous objection tothe rate 
increase might have had on the commission's deci#- 
sion can only be conjectured: One thing is certain. 
namely, that the people of St. Louis need an admin- 
istration that will contest the petitions of public 
utility companies for higher rates unless satisfied 
that the increase is fairly due. his is one of the 
respects in which the present machine administration 
has been delinquent
